Demonstrates Plastic Sargery 


Doctor Fashions New Ear From 
Portion Of Rib 

Taking part of a human rib to 
build a new and shapely ear by plas- 
tic surgery was demonstrated to the 
American Medical Association at 
Kansas City by Earl ©. Padgett, 
M.D. 

The piece of rib, taken from the 
cartilage at the base of a rib, forms 
the shell-shaped framework for the 
synthetic ear. The skin to cover 
this cartilage, and to form the soft 
fleshly “tire’ constituting the ear’s 
outer border, is taken from the 
neck, 

Afterward the skin thus lost to 
the neck is replaced by skin taken 


from the thigh so that no neck scar} 


is apparent. 

The skin from the neck upon 
which depends the final sightliness 
of the new ear is moved by detour- 
ing it first to the temple by the plas- 
tic method known as the pedicle flap, 
which resembled the handle of a 
Suitcase, After this flap has been 
attached by one end to the temple 
area so that it gets its blood supply 
from that point by contact, it is 
ready to be dropped down over the 


new ear structure and be moulded} 


into place,

May Develop Native Army 


Mussolini Would Like To Train Men 
Of Ethiopia 


Development of the greatest native 
army in history is believed to be 
Premier Mussolini’s intention now 
that Addis Ababa is “an Italian 
city” and the occupation of all of 
Ethiopia is in sight. Marshal Pietro 
Badoglio’s communiques time and 
again talked of the desperate cour- 
age of the Ethiopians. They charged 
into machine guns until they were 
literally wiped out. Officered by 
European officers who would lead 
them, not push them, into battle, fol- 
lowing an artillery and machine gun 
barrage, against any enemy whose 
positions had been thoroughly scout- 
ed from the air, they would prove a 
tremendous force. 

Italy’s colonial-military experience 
of 50 years would serve her in good 
stead in developing a big Ethiopian 
army. The objection might be made 
that the Ethiopians might not fight 
for the Italians. That remains to 
be seen, especially after a certain 
lapse of time. Initial recruiting 
would probably begin among the 
races that have lived in subjection 
to Addis Ababa and in smouldering 
hostility to the emperor. 


Destroys Bacteria 


New Device That Will Be Of Assist- 
ance In Operations 
Invention of a new type of cool 
germ-killing rays that destroys air- 
floating bacteria about the patient on 
an operating table was announced to 
the American Association of Thoraci 
Surgery by Deryl Hart, M.D., of 

Duke University Medical School. 

The rays come from long, slender 
tubes framing the light above the 
operating table. Their rays were 
selected wavelengths of ultra-violet 
—which kill air-borne germs in 60 
seconds, but do not burn human 
beings. 

The tubes were designed by Dr. 
Robert F. James and Dr. Harvey 
Rentschler of the Westinghouse 
Lamp Company.

Have fon Great Changes 


Two Halifax Ladies Remember Days 
Of Sailing Vessels 

Two elderly Halifax women—their 
ages total 197 years—look forward 
with interest to the maiden voyage 
of the super-liner Queen Mary. 

Both of them are something in the 
nature of ancient mariners. Mrs. 
Fanny Lenoir is the only person liv- 
ing who set foot on the little steamer 
Britannia when it sailed into Halifax 
harbor on its first voyage in 1840. 

The other elderly seafarer, Mrs. 
Loring W. Bailey, crossed the At- 
lantic ocean from Liverpool to Hali- 
fax in the Cambria, a side-wheeler 
with sails 87 years ago. Both were 
six years old when they stood on the 
decks of their vessels. 

Passage of years has not dimmed 
the memories of her first ocean 
crossing for Mrs. Bailey. Her father 
came to Canada to become chief 
superintendent of education in New 
Brunswick, she recalled. 

Cheery and still active in spite of 
her 103 years, Mrs. Lenoir remem- 
bered the arrival of the little Bri- 
tannia vividly.

Cameraman In _ Hollywood Uses 
Cellophane To Reduce Glare 

Now, they’re wrapping light in 
cellophane. Ernest Palmer, Holly- 
wood cameraman, is credited with 
devising the new technique in light 
control. 

“When natural light is being 
used,’”’ he explained, “it is often dif- 
ficult to control its intensity. In 
such cases, I found it helpful to 
cover the’ windows with cellophane. 
Clear cellophane materially reduces 
glare. 

“Morning sun, often too intense, is 
controlled by sheets of yellow cello- 
phane. When backgrounds are shad- 
owed, as in the afternoon, I use yel- 
low cellophane.”

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HOUSE IN FURORE 
OVER CHARGES 
ABOUT WALL ST. 


Ottawa,—John Blackmore, leader 
of the Social Crediters, threw the 
House of Commons into a furore by 
relaying anonymous charges that an 
intrigue’ exists to place Canada un- 
der the control of Wall street. 

The former school teacher from 
Lethbridge refused to accept re- 
sponsibility for the statement or dis- 
close the author, finally withdrawing 
it after a stormy 15 minutes. The 
incident was climaxed by Deputy 
Speaker Sanderson ordering the 
statement expunged from Hansard, 
an incident which hasn’t happened 
in years, 

While attacking a government 
resolution to amend the British 
North America Act to empower the 
Dominion to guarantee provincial 
borrowings under certain conditions 
and extend to them power to collect 
sales tax, Mr, Blackmore first gave 
his opinion “money power’ was at- 
tempting to enslave all mankind. 

Then he continued: “Here are a 
few words from a man whom I very 
much fear knows a good deal about 
his subject.” He then read the fol- 
lowing from a yellow sheet of paper: 
“Your major danger in Canada now 
is in connection with an intrigue be- 
tween the financiers of the United 
States, the Bank of Canada and’— 
he left this blank—“to modify the 
British North America Act so as to 
put you under the control of Wall 
street. The danger is instant. and 
serious.” 

This led to an hubbub with points 
of order flying across the chamber. 

Hon. C. A. Dunning, minister of 
finance, wanted to know the name of 
the author. 

“I said I would not give 
name,” replied Mr, Blackmore. 

“You should give the authority or 
accept responsibility for the state- 
ment,’’ insisted the finance minister. 

When this didn’t work, Mr. Dun- 
ning appealed to the chair with Con- 
servative Leader Bennett, Premier 
Mackenzie King and half a dozen 
other members taking part. in the 
short but pithy exchange. 

The deputy speaker ruled the So- 
cial Credit leader must divulge the 
name or accept responsibility for the 
charge. 

Given that choice, Mr. Blackmore 
withdrew, ‘adding: ‘Naturally I do 
not propose to take the responsibility 
for the statement nor do I propose 
to give the name ofthe person who 
wrote it. It cannot be revealed at 
the present time so I will withdraw.” 

He stepped into trouble a few 
seconds later when he said: “I am 
glad the members have had the 
chance to hear it,” referring to the 
statement. 

This led the Conservative leader 
to suggest the statement be deleted 
from house records, the deputy 
speaker agreeing with him. 


Makes Record Trip 


Zeppelin Hindenburg Crosses At- 
lantic In 48 Hours 

Frankfort-On-Maine, Germany. — 
The Zeppelin Hindenburg arrived 
over the aerodrome here, completing 
its return from its maiden trip to 
the United States. 

The German dirigible took 48 
hours, 27% minutes to make its re- 
turn flight. It took 61 hours, 53 
minutes for its crossing from Fried- 
richshafen, Germany, to Lakehurst, 
N.J. 

The Hindenburg bettered existing 
records for both the eastward and 
westward crossings. 

The best previous mark from the 
United States to Germany was set 
by the Graf Zeppelin in August, 1929, 
when it flew from Lakehurst to 
Friedrichshafen in 54 hours, 

The previous westward record was 
set by the Los Angeles, then known 
as the ZR-3, in October, 1924, when 
Dr. Hugo Eckener brought the air- 
ship across the Atlantic in 81 hours, 
17 minutes,

Ottawa.—-Lady Tweedsmuir in a 
statement issued on behalf of the 
Canadian Red Cross Society on Bri- 
tish Empire Red Cross Day and the 
116th anniversary of the birth of 
Florence Nightingale, said both she 
and the Governor-General were 
“much impressed by the admirable 
way in which the Red Cross of Can- 
ada has translated the ideals of 

Florence Nightingale into effect.” 


Winnipeg.—-Formation of a nation- 
al fact-finding body to represent the 
livestock industry in Canada was 
approved at a meeting of the West- 
ern Livestock Union here. The 
recommendation will be forwarded to 
the federal government. 


Radio Advertising 


Urge Wider Use Of Air At A Lower 
Cost 

Ottawa. — Reorganization of radio 
control in Canada along lines that 
would permit wider use of the air at 
& lower cost to advertisers was 
urged upon the parliamentary com- 
mittee on broadcasting. 

Representatives of associations of 
Canadian advertisers, advertising 
agencies and broadcasters, suggested 
establishment of a general manager 
system with a board of governors 
acting in an advisory capacity. 

It was urged contracts between 
the governing radio body and the 
land-wire companies be such that 
network facilities could be sub-let to 
advertisers at attractive rates. 

The advertisers urged that radio 
advertisers be permitted to mention 
the price of advertised articles which 
they are now forbidden to do. 

It was suggested the national sys- 
tem of control be restricted to pro- 
gram arrangements and regulations, 
and that the government not engage 
in commercial broadcasting. 

The brief also urged the _ tech- 
nical and engineering aspects of 
radio be restored to the department 
of marine where it was administer- 
ed prior to creation of the Canadian 
radio commission. 

C. M. Passmore, of Toronto; Glen 
Bannerman of Tilbury, Ont., and J. 
A. MacLaren, of Toronto, spoke for 
the advertisers and broadcasters. 


Free Trade Zones 


Say Canada Will Derive Benefit 
From Free Ports 

Ottawa.—The senate gave second 
reading to a bill to establish “free 
ports” or “free foreign trade zones” 
in Canada and a special committee 
will study the proposal before the 
bill is advanced further. 

Senator J. P. B. Casgrain (Lib., 
Montreal), who introduced the bill, 
urged Canada under the proposal 
would derive benefits similar to those 
obtained by numerous European na- 
tions which established “free ports.” 

The bill gives authority to the 
minister of national revenue to lic- 
ense a public body, a province or 
municipality to organize and con- 
duct at their expense “free ports’ at 
approved places. 

Duty would be collected on goods 
reshipped from these ports only if 
they were consigned to persons in 
Canada. If the goods were to be 
sent to foreign countries, there would 
be no excise duty. 

Manufacturing would be stimu- 
lated at such ports, said Senator 
Casgrain. Also, an immense tran- 
shipment business would be built up. 
“And it would not cost the tax- 
payers of the country one cent,” he 
added. ‘ 


Honored By The King 


Late Viceroy Of India Has Received 
New Title 

London.—-The king approved that 
a@ marquessate be conferred on the | 
Earl of Willingdon, who has just} 
completed a five-year term as vice- 
roy of India. 

The king received Lord Willingdon 
in audience at Buckingham palace 
and afterwards the retiring viceroy 
and Lady Willingdon had luncheon | 
with His Majesty and Queen Mary. 

Freeman Freeman-Thomas' was) 
raised to the peerage as Baron Wil- 
lingdon in 1910. In 1924 he was cre- 
ated a viscount and in 1931, on his 
appointment as viceroy of India 
after completing a term as governor- 
general of Canada, he was created 
first Earl of Willingdon. As a mar- 
quess, he will probably retain his 
association with Willingdon, Sussex, 
taking the title Marquess of Willing- 
don, 


Would Build More Ships 


Great Britain To Ask United States | 
And Japan For Permission To 
Exceed Limit 

London.—-Great Britain has asked 
the United States and Japan for per- | 
mission to exceed the destroyer ton- 
nage limit in the 1930 three-power 
naval treaty. 

The request, disclosed by Prime 
Minister Baldwin in the House of 
Commons, may arise from increased 
naval construction by some country 
which did not sign the agreement, 
naval quarters believed. 


Sugar Consumption Increased 

Ottawa.—Canada’s consumption of 
sugar last year amounted to 981,109,- 
960 pounds, according to a return 
tabled by Trade Minister Buler in 
the House of Commons. This’ was 
the highest figure since 1931 when 
sugar consumption totalled 1,008,- 
906,912. pounds. 2151 


Annuity Rates Too Low 


Canadian Government Should Charge 
More States Ohief Actuary 

Ottawa.—As a result of the in- 
crease in life expectancy in the last 
quarter-century, purchasers of Cana- 
dian government annuities should be 
paying rates 25 per cent. in excess 
of those prevailing, A. D. Watson, 
chief actuary of the Dominion insur- 
ance department, estimated at a 
meeting of a senate special commit- 
tee. 

On the basis, he said, $26,000,000 
should have been collected as pur- 
chase price in place of $21,000,000 on 
annuity contracts made last year. 

Increase in life expectancy among 
industrial policyholders was from 
46.63 per cent. in 1911 to 51.19 per 
cent. in 1934, according to figures 
of a leading insurance company, he 
said. 

Recognizing this, groups of insur- 
ance companies increased their rates 
from 27 to 33 per cent. but annuity 
rates had not been changed since the 
scheme started in 1908. British 
government rates had been raised. 


Loans Being Consclidated 


Ottawa Announces Policy Regarding 
Advances To Manitoba 
Ottawa.—Loans of the Dominion 
to Manitoba which have matured re- 
cently or will mature within a short 
time will be consolidated into one 
amount and renewed until June 15, 
1937. An order-in-council tabled in 
the House of Commons provides for 

renewal of these loans. 

The Dominion also renewed for 
one year its guarantee of Manitoba 
treasury bills totalling $5,874,037 
which matured at the beginning of 
this month. 


ETHIOPIANS SET 
UP A NEW SEAT 
OF GOVERNMENT 


Khartum.—Loyal followers of Em- 
peror Haile Selassie have established 
an Ethiopian government in the Gore 
region close to the Anglo-Egyptian 
Sudan frontier, British authorities 
were informed here. 

Gore is about 250 miles south- 
west of Addis Ababa and only about 
50 miles east of Gambela, Ethiopian 
trading centre now under the juris- 
diction of Sudan authorities by vir- 
tue of a lease arranged in the tri- 
power treaty of 1906. 

Capt. E. N. Erskine, British consul 
in the Gore region, announced estab- 
lishment of the Ethiopian admini- 
stration in a despatch to Sudan 
authorities. Police and troops under 
the government’s orders are patrol- 
ling the region, arresting bands of 
armed army deserters, the despatch 
said. 

No indication was given as _ to 
whether the government had been 
set up in the town of Gore or in the 
mountainous district outside the city. 
The Ethiopians were believed anxious 
to keep their exact location secret, 


fearing an air attack by Italian, 


planes stationed at Addis Ababa. 


Despatches from Addis Ababa said} 
an Italian motorized column had left} 


there for Gore to bring the region 
under Italian control.

Dust Free Road From Banff To U.S. 
Boundary Is Considered 

Ottawa, — Construction of dust- 
free roads from the United States 
boundary to the Banff National Park 
is being considered, Intertor Minister 
T. A. Crerar told the House of Com- 
mons. 

The Dominion has spent $10,000,- 
000 on the park and last year only 
4,800 American cars visited it. The 
minister said many Americans turn- 
ed back after a few miles of the 
dusty, gravel roads. 

It was a question of deciding what 
roads to resurface, Hon. R. B. Ben- 
nett, Conservative leader said, One 
of the difficulties of the park was the 
fact the Jasper highway was not 
completed nor the road to the coast. 
Tourists must return by the road 
they entered. 

Hon. H. H. Stevens (Recon., East 
Kootenay) put in a word for parks 
in British Columbia. He believed it 
should be a national policy to open 
national parks to American tourists. 

American tourists returned home 
and warned their friends not to use 
western Canadian roads because of| 
the dust, Mr. Stevens said. He sug- 
gested one national road in each 
province tapping the parks. 

H. C. Green (Con., Vancouver 
South) wanted the  trans-Canada 
highway completed first, the last gap 
being the Big Bend highway. 

Mr. Crerar said he believed if the 
roads were dust-proofed from King's 
Gate to Banff and from there to Cal- 
gary and to Waterton park many 
thousands of tourists would use 
them. The minister said he would 
discuss with British Columbia repre- 
sentatives the dust-proofing of roads 
on the west side of the mountains. 

J. A. MacKinnon (Lib., Edmonton 
West) pressed for a connecting link 
between Jasper and the trans-Can- 
ada. 


Naxi Ship At Montreal — 


No Disturbance Greeted Arrival Of 
German Cruiser 

Montreal. — The German cruiser 
Emden docked at Montreal, May 12, 
slipping quietly out of a thick 
morning fog to tie up at Laurier 
pier. 

Cordons of police held back crowds 
of civilians on shore to greet the 
German vessel but within sight of 
the ship there was no disturbance. 

A few streets from the water- 
front, however, police—250 strong— 
broke up a crowd of 200 persons at- 
tempting an anti-Nazi demonstra- 
tion. Ten persons, including three 
women, were arrested and charged 
with disturbing the peace. 

The Emden is the first vessel to 
fly the Nazi flag up the St. Law- 
rence river and the first German 
warship to come upstream since be- 
fore the Great War. She is the third 
Reich ship to carry the name “Em- 
den,” the name made famous in the 
early months of the Great War by 
Kaiser Wilhelm’s daring sea captain, 
Von Muller.

Its purpose, according to Chair- 
man Purvis, is to try and put people 
to work. Its first function will be 
to try and get at the actual facts 
in respect to unemployment in Can- 
ada. Its first meeting will probably 
be held in about a week when plans 
will be made for carrying on the 
work. It will work in close co-oper- 
ation with the department of labor. 

‘IT have great confidence in this 
new venture in nation-wide co-oper- 
ation as an approach to stubborn 
economic problems,’”’ the minister 
said. “The personnel of the com- 
mission has been selected with the 
utmost care. Each member will be 
able to contribute a specialized fund 
of knowledge and experience to the 
study of the complex problem of un- 
employment and relief. The chair- 
man and members of the new com- 
mission may be assured from the 
outset of the full co-operation of the 
department of labor.” 

The chairman issued this _ state- 
ment: 

“The national employment com- 
mission has been set up by the gov- 
ernment to bring about the re-em- 
ployment of those.who would norm- 
ally be self-supporting were it not 
for the dislocation of trade. 

“In recent years .we as citizens 
have been far too prone to lean 
upon the government for the solution 
of all our problems and have fallen 
into a habit of destructively criticiz- 
ing the government or the economic 
system—a course which can get us 
nowhere. 

“Our government believes, and 
the national employment commission 
believes, that Canadians are ready 
to move out of this atmosphere of 
doubt and. criticism. More—that 
they are prepared to take their part 
in a nation-wide co-operative effort 
to face squarely the problems before 
us, and make such sacrifices as will 
bring about their solution. 

“With this end in view the nation- 
al employment commission will seek 
the co-operation of every man and 
woman, young and old, in a team 
effort to win back for all the right 
to a true feeling of independence.” 

“Personally I feel this will give 
an opportunity for contact between 
industry and government, an oppor- 
tunity which has been lacking in the 
past,” the new chairman said, out- 
lining the plans of the commission. 


Reduced Rates On Coal 


Want Lower Freight Rates In West 
To Meet Competition 

Saskatoon. — Lower railway rates 
in order to make coal a more attrac- 
tive fuel and hence increase its mar- 
ket will be one thing for which the 
new executive of the Western Can- 
ada Fuel Association will press dur- 
ing the next year. This was unani- 
mously decided at a general meeting 
of the association here. 

By a unanimous vote the mine 
operators, wholesale and retail coal 
merchants instructed the chief execu- 
tive officers of the association to ap- 
proach the officials of both railway 
companies with a view to getting 
reduced freight rates in western 
Canada. In urging this move deal- 
ers pointed out that transportation 
costs were the largest single item 
in the price of coal in more distant 
markets, A _ reduction in freight 
rates would enable coal to meet the 
competition from substitute fuels,

Intensive Competition 
Between Weeds and Other 
Plants Always In Evidenc 


Plant competition is a natural 
phenomenon in which plants of the 
same or unrelated species growing 
in close proximity develop at the ex- 
pense of their weaker rivals. This 
competition is of general occurrence 
in the plant kingdom both among 
native species under natural condi- 
tions and between crops and weeds 
in cultivated fields. In a recent issue 
of “Scientific Agriculture,” T. K. 
Paviychenko and J. B. Harrington of 
Saskatchewan University of Saska- 
toon give some interesting informa- 
tion on the subject, together with 
results of experiments carried out at 
the Weed Nursery of the Univer- 
sity's experimental farm. 

Observations over a period of sev- 
eral years indicate that competition 
between overlapping root systems 
takes place long before the. tops of 
the plants begin to shade one an- 
other. In short, competition com- 
mences under the soil surface when 
the root systems overlap in their 
search for water and food, and mani- 
fests itself immediately in the re- 
tarded development of the _ top 
growth, becoming intensified by the 
top growth competition for light, 
only after shading of one plant by 
another has taken place. 

Moisture, the predominant limiting 
factor in plant growth on the open 
plains of Western Canada, is the 
most important consideration in 
weeds versus crop competition in 
that area. In one of the experiments 
it was found that the yield of Mar- 
quis wheat was 40 per cent. lower 
in plots infested with wild mustard 
than in plots free from weeds. Plants 
of barley, wheat, and wild oats, 
grown alone in areas ten feet square, 
attained approximately ten times as 
large a growth of top and root sys- 
tem as plants grown in ordinary six- 
finch drill rows. Plants of hare's 
ear mustard, common wild mustard, 
and Russian thistle, when grown 
alone, produced from 100 to 1,000 
times the growth they had when 
grown in ordinary six-inch drill 
rows. 

In a weed-versus-cereal competi- 
tion study, Hannchen barley com- 
peted much’ more succéssfully with 
wild oats and wild mustard than did 
Marquis wheat. This is due to the 
fact that Hannchen barley at five 
days after emergence usually has a 
larger number of seminal roots, and 
22 days after emergence it develops 
also more crown roots than Marquis 


May Celebrate Twice 


Detroit Likely To Honor Both Eric- 
son And Columbus 


To conciliate the long-standing 
dispute as to whether Christopher 
Columbus or Leif Ericson was the 
real discoverer of America, Detroit 
may celebrate two anniversaries of 
the discovery of America within a 
single week this year. 

If a petition presented to Mayor 
Frank Couzens and the council by 
the Norse Civic Association is ap- 
proved, Detroit will celebrate, next 
Oct. 9, the anniversary of the dis- 
covery of America by Ericson on 
Oct. 9, 1000 (or thereabouts). Three 
days later it will celebrate the an- 
niversdry of the discovery of Am- 
erica, on Oct. 12, 1492, by Christo- 
pher Columbus. 

Columbus Day is a well established 
tradition, but Leif Ericson Day 
would be a new one. 

“Leif Ericson, the son of Eric the 
Red, sailed westward from Iceland 
with 35 men in the year 1000 A.D., 
and after stopping at Newfoundland 
proceeded to what is now the state 
of Massachusetts, where he remained 
for two years,” the association's 
petition says. “From recent discov- 
eries of Viking sailing vessels in 
Massachusetts, Runic inscriptions in 
Minnesota and searches of reports 
and maps in the Vatican galleries, 
there is no longer a doubt in the 
minds of learned professors that 
Leif Ericson was the discoverer of 
America.”

Among the sixty and more differ- 
ent kinds of food fish and shell-fish 
produced from Canada’s fisheries 
there are a round dozen which, in 
normal times, add more than a mil- 
lion dollars each to the Dominion’s| 
annual production. Some of them | 
add several millions, and British Co- 
lumbia’s salmon more than a dozen 
millions. 

The million dollar fish listed in 
order -of marketed value of 1934 
eatches are salmon, lobsters, cod, 
herring, whitefish, halibut, haddock, | 
sardines, pickerel or dore, trout, | 
smelts and pilchards. The first four 
—salmon, lobsters, cod and herring— 
have held that position for a num- 
ber of years past, and each of these 
is much more than a million-dollar 
species. ‘In 1934 the cod landings) 
had a total marketed value of more 
than $3,300,000 and the herring 
catch was worth $1,800,000, while in 
years when trade conditions were 
normal the values have been much 
larger. The lobster marketed value 
sometimes runs to substantially more 
than. $5,000,000, although it did not 
reach that figure in 1934. The sal- 
mon tops all others, and in 1934 the 
aggregate commercial catch amount- 
ed to 169,700,000 pounds with a 
marketed value of nearly $12,900,000, 
the larger part of the catch being 
credited to British Columbia. In the 
five-year period 1926-30, the market- 
ed value of the Dominion’s salmon 
catch averaged more than $17,000,- 
000. 


Keeping Brain Active 


Like Other Organs It Must Have 
Proper Exercise 

Persons who live sensibly and 
carefully in the first 30 years of 
their lifetime need have little to fear 
of mental diseases in later years, Dr. 
Bernard Sachs, former president of 
the New York Academy of Medicine, 
said. By “sensible living,” Dr. Sachs 
said; he meant an avoidance of “the 
ravaging influences of alcohol, drug 
addiction and blood diseases.” 

The brain is not unlike other or- 
gans of the body. It is subject to 
deterioration with age as other or- 
gans are; but if it has not been 
abused, it stands as good a chance 
as any other organ to continue to 
function satisfactorily; and like 
other organs, to keep it functioning 
in a reasonable way is the best way 
to keep it going. So far as the brain 
is concerned, variety is indeed the 
spice of life. Keep the mind going 
but vary its occupation—change is 
essential.” 

Dr. Sachs’ recipe for a healthy 
mind follows: ; 

“Do not become a humdrum 
thinker; develop ‘outside’ interests’.” 

“Take a holiday before you need 
it.’? 

“Don't develop the notion that life’s 
work has been done, that old age is 
coming on, and that it is best to sit 
down quietly and wait for the end. 
That sort of philosophy works out 
very badly and accounts for a very 
large number of hypochondriacs of 
later life.” 


Microbes Of Antarctica 


American Bacteriologists Study Many 
Germs From Far South 


Microbes that were brought from 
the icy reaches of Little America 
are being studied in laboratories of 
Allegheny College in Meadville, Pa.

It is extremely important therefore, 
says the Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
tics, that a complete and accurate 
record of agricultural operations be 
taken. 

The report when published will be 
a mine of information for all those 
interested in the problems of the 
farmers of the Prairie Provinces, It 
is of the utmost importance that the 


| figures contributed by each farmer 


shall be complete and accurate so 
that the best possible inventory of 
the leading industry will be effected. 

The Census of Agriculture aims at 
securing accurate statistics relative 
to farm lands, buildings, live stock, 
mortgaged debt, etc., as at June 1; 
statistics for 1935 concerning crops, 
live stock products, farm expenses 
and products sold; statistics of in- 
cidental agricultural production, live 
stock, animal products, etc., on plots 
of less than one acre, and statistics 
of vacant and abandoned farms. 

There is an absolute guarantee 
that no information given will be 
used otherwise than in preparing the 
census figures. The individual an- 
swering the questions is completely 
protected. All officials connected 
with the census are bound by an 
oath of secrecy and there is there- 
fore no reason whatever why every 
farmer should not co-operate by sup- 
plying the census enumerators with 
complete and accurate information. 
Thoroughly effective remedial poli- 
cies can only be created when facts 
are made available. 

A farm, for census purposes, is all 
the land farmed by one person with 
or without help. It must be of one 
acre or more and must have pro- 
duced agricultural products to the 
value of $50 in 1935. A man who 
owns a certain amount of land might 
rent part of it. This will be entered 
on the census records as two farms, 
the land farmed by each man being 
considered as a unit. On the other 
hand, a man renting various tracts 
of land from different owners will be 
regarded as operating one farm only, 
the various pieces of land constitut- 
ing one unit. If, however, the tracts 
are in different enumeration areas or 
if a manager is hired to supervise a 
certain portion of the land, that por- 
tion will go down as a separate 
farm, 

The farm population on June 1 
will be ascertained together with the 
number of persons who have per- 
manently left the farm as well as 
those who have come to live per- 
manently on farms. 

The information requested on the 
general farm schedule covers the 
operator, population of the farm on 
June 1, persons employed to do the 
farm work in 1938, condition of 
farms, the value of the farm and 
equipment and the amounts of mort- 
gaged debt and liens, with the rate 
of interest paid, farm. expenses in 
1935, farm facilities in 1936, forest 
products produced in 1935, co-opera- 
tive marketing, crop acreages in 
1936, acreages and production in 
1935, with information relating to 
crop failure, live stock on June 1, 
animal products raised in 1935 and 
whether they were consumed on the 
farm or sold, pure bred animals on 


farms, and the value of products sold | 


off the farms in 1935.

Henry Ford Says Automobile Parts

Just as fibre gears have been 
found superior to metal gears in 
some moving parts, other plastics 
offer the possibility of substitution 
for stee) in the manufacture of auto- 
mobiles, he said, thus turning indus- 
try to the farm instead of metal 
mines for its raw material.

Carbon Monoxide Poisoning 


Doctor Explains How Gas From 
Automobile Constitutes Danger 


The traffic cop at a busy inter- 
section who irritably blows his 
whistle and gruffly hands out tickets 
for miner infractions may be suffer- 
ing from- inhaling too much carbon 
monoxide, one of the elements in the 
automobile exhaust. 

Or if a man _ suddenly starts 
quarrelling with his family, worry- 
ing about his job, and even threaten- 
ing suicide—all for no apparent rea- 
son—he may have too much of the 
gas in his blood. 

Small amounts of carbon monox- 
ide inhaled over long periods cause 
chronic poisoning and result in 
physical as well as mental ailments, 
Dr. Harvey G. Beck, of Baltimore, 
explained. 

Dr. Beck was one of more than 
7,000 delegates at Kansas City who 
attended the American Medical As- 
sociation’s 78th annual convention. 

City dwellers can’t step outdoors 


; at the average busy street inter- 


sections to escape the gas and get 
fresh air, Dr. Beck said. 

‘It has been demonstrated that 
traffic patrolmen after eight hours 
exposure will reach a danger point 
in their blood saturation,” he ex- 
plained. 

Only one per cent. of carbon mon- 
oxide in the atmosphere causes acute 
poisoning and usually results in in- 
stantaneous death. Chronic poison- 
ing causes anxiety, depressions, 
fears, introspection, and emational 
upheavals, Dr. Beck said. 

The mental alertness of the driver 
of an automobile is dimmed through 
inhaling small quantities of the gas, 
he said, contributing to the causes 
for many accidents.

BUILDING FOR THE FUTURE 


Golden text: In your patience ye 
shall win your souls. Luke 21:19 


Lesson: Luke 20:1-21. 38. 


Devotional reading: I. Timothy 6: 
11-19. 


Explanations And Comments 


A Prophecy of the Fall of Jeru- 
salem and of the Second Advent, 
Luke 21:5-36. Some of the people 
present began to talk about the 
wonderful stones and fine offerings 
that adorned the temple. Matthew 
Says that it was one of the disciples 
who drew Jesus’ attention to the 
glories of the temple. The stones in 
the foundation were enormous, and 
there were columns fifty feet in 
height of one block of marble. ‘The 
gifts to the temple were many and 
costly, from the great ones of the 
earth; a table from Ptolemy, a chair 
from Agrippa, a golden vine from 
Herod the Great. The temple was 
famous for its wealth.” 

The days will come, Jesus pro- 
phesied, in which there shall not be 
left one stone of the temple upon 
another, that shall not be thrown 
down. This prediction was literally 
fulfilled forty years later. Josephus, 
writing about the destruction of 
Jerusalem says: “Cesar now gave 
orders to demolish the whole city 
and temple, except the highest tow- 
ers and the west wall. All the rest 
was so thoroughly laid even with 
the ground by those that dug it up 
to the foundation, that there was 
left nothing to make those who 
came thither believe that it had ever 
been inhabited.”

A Call to Understanding Living. 

Our Scripture selections for to- 
day’s study are taken from what has 
been called Jesus’ eschatalogical dis- 
course. Our first selection seems to 
have specific reference to the de- 
struction of Jerusalem only, and the 
later portion of the chapter seems to 
mingle that event with some other 
one in a way that is rather difficult 
to follow. But the advice and ad- 
monition in this first section is plain 
enough. In the midst of rumors of 
catastrophes and great disturbances 
in the thoughts of men, Jesus ad- 
vises his followers to be steady and 
trustful and not let themselves be 
led astray or unduly frightened. 
Wholesome, helpful, rather matter- 
of-fact advice it was, but suited well 
to the occasion. Jesus is not advis- 
ing, let it be understood, his follow- 
ers not bé interested in these great 
and tragic events which he _ sees 
coming, but he insists that even in 
face of them they ought not to get 
panicky, but possess their souls in 
trust and patience and live lives of 
faithfulness and service. Those to 
whom the things of the spirit are 
the great things should be able to do 
this.

First flowers to. be sown are those 
very hardy kinds which naturally re- 
produce themselves in Canada, such 
as Cosmos, California Poppy, Alys- 
sum, Calendula and Candytuft. In 
the second group are the Zinnia, 
Marigold, Nasturtium, Stocks, Aster 
and Petunia, which do not stand 
and of the tender 


till all danger of freezing is over, 
are the Dahlias, Cannas and Gladi- 
olus. As the latter are all bulbs and 
do not come up until a week or so 
after planting, they may be risked 
within a few days of the arrival of 
really warm weather. One is well 
advised to save a little seed of each 
variety from all plantings in order 
to fill in inevitable “misses” caused 
by drought, washings or other things 
beyond control. In the _ perennial 
flower bed there will also be gaps 
where winter-killing has occurred. 
These may be filled in with quick 
growing annuals. 

Seed should not be sown too deep 
and plants should not be allowed to 
grow too close together. Very fine 
seed like that of the poppy and alys- 
sum, for instance, is best mixed with 
a little sand and the mixture sown, 
otherwise the seed will not go very 
far and will be put in much too close 
together. With such small _ seed 
merely pressing into finely prepared 
soil will be sufficient. The general 
rule is to sow to a depth of three 
times the diameter of the seed. This 
will mean pressing in most flowers, 
except things like Castor Beans, 
Nasturtiums and Sweet Peas, which 
are large and should be covered 
about an inch deep. Bulbs or corms, 
like the Dahlia, and Gladiolus may 
be put down quite a piece, from four 
inches to a foot. Fine vegetable 
seed such as lettuce and carrots is 
merely pressed well into the soil and 
raked lightly over, beets buried 
about half an inch and beans and 
peas about an inch. Thinning of 
both flowers and vegetables is most 
important after the plants are up an 
inch or so. With flowers a good rule 
is to have half as much space be- 
tween as the plants will be high. 
This will be about a foot between 
ordinary Marigold, Petunias and As- 
ters, two to three feet between Cos- 
mos and Dahlias, but only an inch 
or so separating tiny Alyssum, Lo- 
belia and other edging plants. Well 
spaced flowers will be more sturdy 
and thus resist heavy wind and rain. 
Even the smallest vegetables such as 
lettuce and radish must be thinned 
too. An inch or so will be sufficient , 
and that is also all the room that 
will be needed for carrots and beets, 
because when these things have de- 
veloped roots an inch thick and two 
or three long, every other plant , 
should be removed and used, and this 
proceeding followed until the whole 
row is used up.

Fishing Pact Agreement 


Canadian And American Interests 
Get Together On Treaty 
Canadian and American fishing in- 
terests have reached an agreement 
on ratification of the 1930 sockeye 
salmon treaty which Canada ratified,
